ADAPTATION OF LAWS (SECOND AMENDMENT) ORDER, 1950. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (2) of article 372 
of the Constitution of India and of all other powers enabling him in 
this behalf, the President is pleased to make the following Order, 
namely: — 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Adaptation of Laws (Second 
Amendment) Order, 1950. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 26th day of 
January, 1950. 

2. In the First Schedule to the Adaptation of Laws Order, 1950, for 
the direction relating to section 2 of the Cinematograph (Second 
Amendment) Act, 1949 (LXII of 1949), the following shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

1 Section 2 . — For sub-section (2) to be substituted in the Indian 
Cinematograph Act, 1918, by this section, substitute: — 

“(2) It extends to all Part A States and Part C States, and 
also to every Part B State, other than Hyderabad and Jammu 
and Kashmir, in so far as it relates to the sanctioning of cinemato- 
graph films for exhibition”.'
